briefly on the proposed Fulbright amendment to the USIA Act. I advised 
him, per the Director's instructions, that we were not concerned or objecting 
in any way to the principles involved, although it appeared there were 
technical problems in the wording. The Senator indicated he understood 
this and stated that he could not buck the Chairman in principle on this one. 

Early in the day, met with Jim Hyde, Bureau of the Budget, and 
Dick Schmidt, USIA, on this item and there was general agreement that this 
should not be opposed on the merits but rather the technical problems of 
the language should be stressed.

JSW) Representatives George Bush (Texas), 

Garry Brown (Michigan) and Edward G. Biester, Jr. (Pa. ) met with the 
Director, George Carver and John S. Warner for about 45 minutes concerning 
the situation in Vietnam. They were briefed on the facts regarding shipments 
into North Vietnam of military hardware through Haiphong. The Congressmen 
were concerned that the actual facts were not reaching the people. They 
understood that this was not a problem within the jurisdiction of CIA. They 
were most appreciative of the time the Director gave them. 
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
